THE FIERY FLAMES.

They Destroy ()1,000,OCO Wort!, of Prop-
erty In llnsrrlilll.

ltAVr.nmn, Feb. 19. Tbo flro which broko out
hero shortly beforo twelvo Friday nlaht burned
with great fury until bur o'clock. Then tho fire-
men got It under control. But ono block remains
onWIngsta street and twont Iho upper end of
Washington street. All lu tho squaro bounded by
tho Merrimack Itlvcr on tho south, Washington
Squaro and Essex street on tho cast, tho north sldo
ofWlugato street on tho north, and llollrond
squaro on tho west, Is burned to tho ground. This
territory embraces tbo largest part of tho boot and
shoo manufactories. Joseph Pratt, a fireman, w as
killed, and Georgo Whllllcr was so badly Injured
that he cannot live. Tbo estimated loss on build-
ings and personal property on Washington street,
as given by tho assessors, Is 100,000, and
tho losses on Wlngato and Essex streets
will foot up 5900,000 more. Tho total
loss, by tho latest estimate. Is $2,000000.
Thero aro but three shoo and leather firms loft In
town. Iho lire burned Washington street, both
sides, from No. 1 to 122 ; W Ingato street, one side,
from No 18 to 81, and lscx street, west sldo, be-
tween Wlngate and Washington streets. Nearly
all the principal agency companies have losses of
from $10,000 to $60,000 Insurance In Iho burned dis-
trict. TwolooalOEcntsruriilshalKt ofover 31,000 000
Insurances. Thrco others hav c, It Is said, as much
more, nnd other risks held by lloston nuclides will
t robably ralso tlio total to nearly $3,000,uuo. Tho
total loss would appear to bo much heavier than
has been estimated. Of tho number of buildings
burned most ol them bilck blocks about sixty
wero occupied by eighty-si- x firms. About 2,600
pcoplo arc throw u out of employment.
